N'ew York, Feb. 8.—Herbert lloover loiugiit issued a.statement 


(ieliiiing his attitude toward the presidency. He announced that lie 
is not a candidate for the nomination and tliat no one is authorized 
to speak for him politically.

Tostlgatlng the problem thoroughly, 
district representatives of tbo forest 
service will be glad to co-operate 
with any private concerns desiring to 
Investigate the problem thoroughly. 


In the South much of the work of 


slashing the trees and gathering the 
resin Is undertaken by negroes, espe- 
cially adept at this sort of task. 
Slashing consists in making V-shaped 
cuts in the side of tho trunk from 
which the gum flows into a cup hung 
beneath. The contents of the cnps 
are gathered from time to time and 
distilled. To undertake turpentining 
In the West will Involve the importa- 
tion of a large number of 'killed la- 
borers, or the training of men living 
in the region. 


An Important Question. 


A question yet to be exactly deter- 


mined is the extent that western yel- 
low pine can be turpentined without 
reducing the yield of timber. Since 
this is the -first consideration of the 
forest service, any Inquiry undertaken 
by the forest service representatives 
and private Interests would give care- 
ful consideration to this point 


Whether or not western stands of 


timber, particularly in the high alti- 
tudes where the warm season Is short 
and the flow of resin necessarily lim- 
ited, will yield enough resin, without 
excessive slashing, to make turpentin- 
ing worth while is yet to be determined. 
tt Is certain that the forest service 
will advise no practice approximat- 
ing the extravagant tapping of the 
trees year after year that obtains on 
private land in the South. This meth- 
od not only Injures the trees for tim- 
ber purposes, but causes their prema- 
ture death.

Ciflantie Opsration Will Be Attempted

The fire which for more than 20 


years lias burned In the upper levels of 
the Uniteil Verde copper mine at 
Jerome, Ariz., is about to be elimin- 
ated by n drastic process of lowering 
the entire surface of the property to a 
400-foot level.

Root and Grass Diet 


Conditions at Igdir are horrible 


almost beyond belief. People live 
chiefly on roots and grass, but oc- 
casionally the diet is varied by the 
killing of a dog or a cat Workers 
»«t out by Near East Relief, the 
former Committee for Armenian 
*nd Syrian Relief, who are furnish- 
ing the only sustenance to these 
people, told Mr. Chater that it was 
impossible to remove at once the 
bodies of those who had died from 
' starvation, and when they were 
taken out for bnrial, an arm or a 
leg of the body had been eaten by 
the famished survivors. 
• Mn Chater tells of a visit to the 
burying ground when graves were 
*orn open and bodies exhumed by 
fhe famished inhabitants. "We had 
taken a short cut," he says, "to- 
ward where our car waited and by 
chance we were skirting the ceme- 
tery.

Rev. Father Carles 
McCaffrey, 


since July 29, 1912, the bclovej pastor 
of St. Mary's Catholic church of this 
city, surprised and grieved his congre- 
gation at the service Sunday morning 
by announcing that he had accepted 
the appointment from 
Bishop Gib- 


bons to St. Mary's church at Balleton 
and would take charge of his new 
church on Sunday next, February 15. 
The announcement was entirely un- 
expected, not a member having evefi 
an intimation that he had been offered 
another church and created many ex- 
pressions of regret. Father McCaffrey 
stated that he regretted his inability 
to announce his successor, but that he 
would beyond doubt be here to ofll- 
ciate on Sunday next. It was at the 
request of Father McCaffrey that he 
was allowed to make the announce- 
ment first to his own peoplp, previous- 
ly changes haUng first 
t>een made 


public at Albany. 


There were many moist eyes in the 


congregation when the full meaning 
of his introductory words were appre- 
ciated. Among the nearly 80 sanctu- 
ary boys present at tlve 
service, to 


whom he has been verv de\oted and 
in \\ hose religious training he has been 
untiring, sorrow \\as very manifest, 
and it was their saddened faces per- 
haps more than those of the older 
members that touched him deeply, and 
it was with effort he subdued his own 
emotions and continued his faiewell 
message to his people. 


The departure of Father McCaffrey 


will be regretted not only by his own 
people, but by citizens generally. Bur- 
ing his residence here he has been a 
forceful leader and his public uttei- 
ances upon" patriotic and civic ques- 
tiors have attracted wide interest and 
attention. 
Intensely American and 


loyal .to the lias he aided in creating 
a wholesome spirit of allegiance to the 
country during the war period. and al- 
so in promoting the Liberty Loan 
drives. He has spoken fearlessly and 
fully his convictions, always being ac- 
corded respect therefor. 


When he came to St. Mary's church 


he found it with a. floating debt of 
?800, due, no doubt, to the long ill- 
ness of his Dredecessor. 
He leaves 


with many betterments both to the 
church and the priest's house, with no 
debt and a fund of approximately 
$25,000 toward a new church edifice. 
The latter would have doubtless been 
complete today but for the war and 
the 
building 
conditions 
following. 


There has been expended also over 
$11.000 in securing and developing the 
new Mount Cahary cemetery, soon to 
be a beautiful resting place for the 
dead. The church now numbers about 
1,100 
adherents and while the number 


has not been greatly increased, the 
number contributing and regular in 
atendance has materially increased. 
His business maxims in church admin- 
istiation are an object lesson to all. 


Father McCaffrey was ordained May 


20, 1S99. « After serving one year as 
chaplain at the Troy hospital he was 
for fi\e years assistant at St Pat- 
rick's at Albany. He then was as- 
signed to CobleskiJl and missions which 
embraced considerable area and where 
he did efficient and heroic "Work. Since 
1912 he has been pastor of St. Mary's 
church here. He will take with him 
the heartiest best wishes of many 
•warm f.-iends in Oneonta.

Hope That It Would increase After 


War's Ind Has Not aa Ytt lean

Paris.—Traditions that the birth rate 


of a country always Increases after a 
war have proved fallacious, In this city 
at least 


Statistics of the prefecture of police 


show the rate is still sinking. The 
number of births in Paris In recent 
months has been higher than ever, but 
this is due to the fact that the popu- 
lation of Paris has been augmented by 
000,000 persons during tbe last year. 
The number of births per thousand of 
population, the vital test. Is lower nt 
present than It was before the out- 
break of the war In 1014. 


In the dark year of 1870, 57,000 


births were registered In Parir, or 31 
per thousand. The next year there 
were 37,000, or 24 per thousand. 
In 


1872 births numbered 50.000, or 90 per 
thousand. In 1883 the high record of 
09,000 was reached. 
From that time 


until 1913 the rate declined until it 
reached 17 per thousand. In 1913 the 
population of the dty was 2,900,000. 
During the war tbe number of births 
decreased, there being SO.OOO In 1915 
and 28.000 In 1916, which equaled the 
number a century before when the 
city's population was 700,000.

In moat 
cases, when the rescue party arrived. 
It took repeated calls and reassur- 
ances to locate the frightened, sus- 
picious men and women.
